O’Brien, a clerk for the W. H. Car- 
roll Drug Company, of Passiac, N. J., 
saat Saturday, disappeared with the 
OY. 

Mrs. Violet O’Brien, mother of the 
boy, and the father decided to separ- 
ate last spring, after seven years of 
inarried life. They were married in 
Toronto, Ont.. on December 23rd, 1905, 
and went to Passaic soon after. Fol- 
lowing the separation the child re- 
mained in the custody of Mrs. O’Brien. 

According to the story told by Mrs. 
O’Brien in a habeas corpus proceed- 
ing, on June 10th, her husband drew 
up in an automobile and forcibly tak- 
ing the child from her arms, dashed 
back into the machine and was driven 
away. The child was placed in St. 
Vincent’s academy in Newark the 
same day. 

Mrs. O’Brien sued for the custody of 
her child. The case went before Vice- 
Chancellor Stevens, of Newark, on 
June 14th. 

At the last hearing on Wednesday, 
the vice-chancellor decided that the 
child should remain in St. Vincent’s 
Academy, until the final hearing on 
July 30th. He gave orders that 
neither the father nor the mother be 
permitted to take the boy from the 
building, but allowed them to visit 
their son as much as they pleased. 
Every day the father and mother went 
to the convent. On Saturday last Mrs. 
O’Brien called at six o’clock, in the 
evening and soon after she left Mr. 
O’Brieu called. 

The nuns allowed the father to take 
his son into the court back of the 
academy, but no one was sent to 
watch them. Itis supposed that the 
father scaled the wall inthe rear of 
the court with the boy, and, jumping 
into a waiting automobile, was driven 
away,

Ohio and the Buckeye. 

‘be name Buckeye, though of ear 
lier origin, became indelibly affixed to 
Ohio in the fire eating campaign of 
1840, when General William Henry 
Harrison started out as the Whig can- 
didate for the presidency and shortly 
became the “log cabin and hard cl- 
der” candidate. He was pictured sit- 
ting in a rough cabin, a barrel of cider 
handy to his elbow and strings of 
buckeyes upon the wall at his back 
Cabins of buckeye poles were erected 
upon wagons and carried in Whig pa- 
rades. One of the songs of the cam- 
paign ran:

The predecessors of the modern but- 
ton men were a credit to the trade.

Greenland’s Glaciers, 

The iceberg has its birth in the rocky 
fiords of western Greenland. Under 
the ever present and irresistible pres- 
sure of “Greenland’s icy mountains,” 
the great ice cap, the remnant of that 
which once extended down over the 
northern part of the present United 
States, countless glaciers move toward 
the sea from an elevation of 9,000 feet. 
This sheet of ice covers an area /esti- 
mated to be from 800,000 to 400,000 
square miles or from six to eight 
times that of New York state. It Is 
believed that its depth in some parts 
is more than 6,000 feet. The ice grad- 
ually moves down the fiords to the sea 
Jevel, having a greater or less speed, 
according to the season of the year, 
some of the glaciers traveling in the 
summer time as much as fifty or sixty 
feet a day.—Exchange. 





A Test In Courtesy. 
“In banking, as in personal finance,” 
remarked a suburban banker the other 
day, “the old adage, “Take care of the 
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Demon Cake. 

Cream three-quarters of a cupfu! of 
butter with one cupful and a half of 
brown sugar. Add two eggs and a cup- 
ful of sour cream in which half a tea- 
spoonful of soda has been dissolved 
Sift three cupfuls of flour witb a tea- 
spoonful of baking powder, two level 
teaspoonfuls of cinnamon, half a tea- 
spoonful of cloves and half a teaspoon- 
ful of grated nutmeg. Stir the other 
mixture into these dry ingredients, and 
when a smooth batter has been form- 
ed mix with a paste previously pre 
pared by melting a square of chocolate 
and then mixing it with a quarter of 
a cupful of light brown sugar and a 
quarter of a cupful of hot water. Cook 
this mixture till it is smooth before 
adding it to the batter. Just before 
putting the batter into the pans add a 
cupful of chopped nuts and fruit—alm- 
onds, raisins, citron and so forth, ac- 
cording to the richness desired. This 
cake may be used as a Jayer cake or in 
a shallow Joaf form. It does not need 
a rich frosting, the batter being rich. 
Creamy sour milk may be used instead 
of sour cream, but it is wise to add a 
little extra butter. The almonds should, 
of course, be blanched and cut in thin 
«trips and the citron into thin shav- 
ings.

Color Analysia. 

It is rather interesting to know how 
a color can be broken up into its con- 
stituent parts. Take, for instance, 
mauve or nile green. How can any one 
tell just what different colored lights 
compose such a color? It is all done 
with the prism, that wonderful little 
three sided piece of glass used in spec- 
troscopes and other instruments, It is 
done on the same principle as the 
analysis of sunlight is accomplished by 
little particles of water in showing the 
rainbow. There are only seven pri- 
mary lighta, If sunlight containing all 
colors falls on a red object all the col- 
ors but red are absorbed, the red being 
refiected to our eyes, 60 We say the ob- 
ject is red The prism will not split 
up red into any other colors, for it is a 
primary color. So is blue. But if pur 
ple be tried we get two colors apart, 
blue and red. We do not find purple 
in the spectrum, so any color,not found 
in the spectrum of sunlight is known 
to be a compound one. It can always 
be analyzed by the prism.—S«a Louis 
Republic.

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THE KAISER'S “ENVOY 
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The New C:rman Ambassador . to 
Great Britain Has Received the 
Highest Compliment That Can Be 
Paid to a Diplomat—The Present 
Situation Is Critical and Much 
Hangs on the Baron’s Attitude. 


It has taken a big man to have 
won from Europe the compliment 
that has been paid to Baron Mar- 
schall von Bieberstein. It has made 
his appointment to the German Em- 
bassy in London the sensation of a 
week. He goes there embodying the 
prize puzzle of European diplomacy. 
It is certain that he goes to England 
On no ordinary errand, and the em- 
inence of the man and the ) \dy-or- 
the-tiger nature of his mission make 
the sensation of his appointment. 

Baron Marschall early surprised 
and alarmed the diplomatic corps at 
Constantinople by the freedom with 
which he took the press into his con- 
fidence on matters of state. It was 
his conception of how diplomatic af- 
fairs should be conducted — in the 
broad daylight. But one incidentai 
effect of this—or was it deeply cal- 
culated?—has been to make him a 
thoroughly well known man. 

The moment his transfer from the 
Porte to London was announced a 
hundred correspondents were ready 
to wire to their home papers a full 
description of the new man, his com- 
manding height, his affable disposi- 
tion, his ability as a musician, his 
skill as a grower of roses. But these 
interesting matters scarcely exhaust- 
ed public curiosity, especially in 
England, about the diplomatic sen- 
sation of Kurope. 

The English are not to be outdone 
in punctilious observance of the 
properties of official procedure, and 
the British press at once gave him a 
welcome no less suave than hearty. 
Yet behind the suavity lurked a con- 
siderable anxiety as to what the Kaiz- 
er intended by playing his trump 


‘ecard at this moment in the relations 
| of Germany and England. Does Bar- 


on Marschall come to frown or to 
smile, to heighten or to smooth the 
long-growing tension between the tvo 
peoples? 

Sir Edward Grey’s frustration of 
Germany’s willingness to make war 
on France over the Morocco question 
| last summer was bitterly resented by 
| Germans of every degree. The na-. 
tional spirit was deeply offended hy 
this high-handed interference. It 
seems clear now that Sir Mdward 
took too seriously the German atti- 
tude, but the resentment was- none 
the less bitter in Germany. Has 
Baron Marschall been placed wliere 
he can do the most good, face to face 
with Sir Edward, to see that German 
: fonsten policy is not again thwarted 
as it was? 

Lord Haldane, British Minister of 
War, lately made a visit to Berlin, it 
was said at the invitation of the 
Kaiser, and admittedly to discuss 
means for putting Anglo-German re- 
lations on a better footing. He has 
since made another semi-official visit 
to the German capital, presumably 
to discuss means for reducing the

How Caviar Is Cured. 

The finest caviar is the bieluga pre- 
pared from the roe of the white stur- 
geon. Little less fine is the sevriuga, 
prepared from the steriated sturgeon. 
Both are put up at Astrakhan, Rus- 
sia. According to our consul at O- 
dessa, the roe is rubbed through a 
sieve with care not to break the 
grain. It falls into brine, where it 
remains for three or four hours, after 
which it is packed in sacks and al- 
lowed to drain. This is the only pre- 
paration given to the best caviar. The 
cheaper varieties are more strongly 
salted. Caviar is digested with each 
and is one of the finest forms of 
nourishment, especially for the sick.

‘THE STAFF OF LIFE. 


Bread Is Not Used In Many Poorer 
Countries. — 


Baked loaves of bread are unknown |: 
in many narts of the world, such as 
South Austria and Italy and through. 
out the agricultural districts-of Rou- 
mania. In the villages of the Ober- 
steiermark, not very many miles from 
Vienna, bread is never seen. 

The staple food of the people is 
stertz, a kind of porridge, made from 
ground beechnuts, which is taken at] 
breakfast with fresh or curded milk, 
at dinner with broth or fried lard 
and with milk again for supper. This 
stertz also takes the place of bread 
in Carpathia and many parts of the 
Tyrol. 

In the North of Italy many of the 
peasants live on polenta, a porridge 
made of boiled maize. The polenta, 
however, is not allowed to granulate, 
like Scotch porridge or like a solid 
pudding. It is eaten cold as often as 
it is eaten hot, and is in every sense 
the Italian n-asant’s daily bre 

The Roumanians are held es many 
scholars to be descended from the 
Roman colony, says a writer in " 
Baker’s Weekly; in other words, 
be eonsine the Italians; ane cart 
ously enough a variation of the pol- 
enta called mse imaliga is the national 
dish of Roumania. 

The mamaliga is like the polenta, 
in that it is made of boiled maize, but 
it is unlike the latter in one import- 





, ant respect, as the grains are not al- 


lowed to settle into a solid mass, but 
are kept distinct after the ‘fashion of 
oatmeal porridge. 

The possibility of making bread 
without flour seems as absurd and 
impracticable to the modern house- 
wife as did Pharaoh’s proposition to 
make bricks without straw to the 
Israelites of old. Yet, according to 
M. Paul Combes, a French scientist, 
bread can be made of almost any 
vegetable substance. 

M. Combes describes some forms of 
bread that are in a measure familiar 
to most people, but some are rather 
novelties in the culinary line. Bread 
made of pure oats with the addition 
of one-fifth of its weight in wheat 
has the appearance of good bread, but 
he says it is gray in color and the 
odor and taste are not agreeable. 

He also tells of bread made of rice, 
of maize flour and mashed potatoes 


| combined, of rye, beans, lentils, the 


roots of bryonia, iris, sepentaria, 
mandragora and hellebore, and the 
leaves of aconite. All these, however, 
with few exceptions, afford only im- 
perfect nourishment and are really of 
use only in case of extreme necessity. 

Peobably the most nourishing bread 


' not made from wheat or corn is that 


which constitutes the chief food of 
the Corsican mountainecers—that is, 
bread made from chestnuts without 
the admixture of any other substance 
—and it has the combined advantages 
of being healthful, palatable and easi- 
ly digested, and it will keep pure and 
fresh for fifteen days. 

Some historians give the Chinese 


' credit for having first baked leavened 


bread, but nothing definite about 
their methods in preparing it has 
been discovered as yet. Suffice it to 
say that when the Chinese made their 
bread of wheat 3,000 years before the 
Christian era, they merely soaked the 
broken wheat in water, then heated it 
over a fire.

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MARRIAGE CASE HEARD 


Appeal of Ne Temere Judgment 
Opens in London. 
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Cig Array of Legal Talent Assembles

ried as aforesaid, and of the children 
of such marriage, shall be absolute 
and complete, and no law or canoni- 
cal decree or cussom of or in any pro- 
vince of Canada shall have any force 
or effect to invalidate or qualify such 
marriage.” 

Mr. Nesbitt proceeded to read ques- 
tion two: Does the law of Quebee ren- 
der null and void, unless contracted 
before a Roman Catholic priest, a 
marriage otherwise legally binding be- 
tween (a) persons both Roman Catho- 
lic, (b) persons of wheati one is Ro- 
man Catholic? 

The third question -suc tr A or B 
answered affirmatively, or both, has 
the Canadian Parliament authority tc 
enact that existing hereafter contract- 
ed marriages are legal. Counsel said 
that the Supreme Court judges were 
of the opinion that proposed legisla- 
tion was ultra vires.

MR. CHURCHILL'S PLAN 


Lord of Admiraity Introduces His 
Proposals For Navy, 





In Explaining the First Expenditure 
of the Coming Year for Defence 
Purposes, He Says the Whole Out- 
lay Is Entail-d by Germany’s Move 

' Premier Asquith Thanks Cana- 

_ dian Government for Promised Aid. 


London, July 23.—Right Hon. Win- 
ston Churchill, First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, introducing in the House of 


Commons yesterday afternoon the 
supplemnetary naval estimates, said 
that the direct cause of these addi- 
tional estimates was the new German 
naval law, which he proceeded to ex- 
amine in detail. Its main feature, he 
Said, was the i:.crease in the striking 
force of ships of all classes immediate- 
ly available, and its general effect 
was the maintenance of four-fifths of 
the German navy in full permanent 
commission. This meant that it was 
constantly and instantly ready for 
war. Such preparation was rcemark- 
able and se far as he was aware found 
no example in the previous practice of 
modern naval powers. The German 
plans, he added, involved a remark- 
able expansion of strength and effi- 
ciency. 

Mr. Churchill, discussing the gen- 
eral question of the growth of modern 
navies, said that cool study and me- 
thodical preparation prolonged over 
successive years could alone raise the 
margin of naval power. It was use- 
less flinging money about on the im- 
pulse of the moment. The strain we 
should have to bear would be lon 
and slow. No relief could be eainad 
from impulsive and erratic action. 

We should learn from our German 
neighbors the way in which policy 
marches unswervingly to its goal. We 
must have an ample margin of 
strength instantly ready. There must 
be ready and systematic development 
of our naval forces untiringly direct- 
ed and pursued over a number of 
years. 

‘These supplementary estimates,” 
said the speaker, ‘‘are, of course, only 
the first and smallest instalment of 
the extra expenditure which the new 
German law entails upon us. The 
number of ships we shall have to 
build in the next five years in order 
to maintain the sixty per cent. stand- 
ard will have to be raised from the 
figure at which we had hoped it would 
stand, namely, from three next year 
and four, three, four and three in the 
succeeding years, to five next year 
and four in each succeeding year. 

“The Germans,” he added, ‘are 
spending about $5,000,000 a year on 
submarines, and. we cannot allow our 
lead in submarines to be diminished. 
The estimates also include $800,C30 
for a fleet repair ship, attachable to 
the third battle squadron.” 

It was proposed to raise the num- 
ber of battleships in full commission 
from twenty-eight to thirty-three, and 
there would also be a second ficet, con- 
sisting of eight vessels. We should 
have from the year 1914 and onwards 
five battleship squadrons, of which 
four squadrons would be in full com- 
mission. There would thus be thirty- 
three ships against Germany’ 3 twenty- 
nine. This might not, “perhaps, be 
considered a very satisfectory propor- 
tion, but having regard for the char-

More than 60 people 
were killed and many were wounded 
in the assault, and {it had been re- 
ported that the 30 passengers in the 
second-class coach were shot down, 
but ft is now said that only nine were 
slain outright, and that the rest per- 
ished in the flames. A strict guard 
has been placed over all survivors 
since their arrival here.

Mr. Churchill further declared that 
the maintenance of local supremacy in 
the Mediterranean, apart from the 
general supremacy, would mean a 
three power standard, plus an addi- 
tional 60 per ce..t. preponderance over 
the strongest naval power. This 
would impose a burden unjustified 
by any vital fundamental need. The 
command of the Mediterranean can- 
not, he said, he treated, as something 
wholly separated from the general 
command of the sea. Any attempt 
to confine naval supremacy to any 
particular water was false strategy 
and bad politics. 

The right way to maintain British 
interests in the Mediterranean was to 
employ the smallest number of mod- 
ern ships, good enough for the work 
that would have to be done. Even 
without the Gibraltar battle squadron 
the Malta squadrons would be most 
formidable and unapproachable iu 
speed by vessels of equal power, now 
building or projected on the Mediter- 
ranean. 

Touching on the subject of Canada’s 
share in the work of defence, Mr. 
Churchill said: 

“We have had repeated conferences 
with Mr. Dorden and his colleagues 
at the Admiralty, and they are now 
in possession of all the facts. We dis- 
cussed with them with the utmost 
freedom and confidence what action 
should be taken to surmount the diffi- 
culties obstructing such action. 

‘“‘Mr. Borden and his colleagues au- 
thorized me to say that they shared 
this view and that any special action 
which the immediate future may re- 
quire of them will not be delayed. 
Pending the settlement of a perman- 
ent naval arrangement they wish that 
the aid of Canada shall be an addi- 
tion to the existing British program, 
directly strengthening the naval forces 
of the Empire and affording a margin 
available for its security. They tell 
me that the action of the Dominion 
will not be unworthy of the dignity 
and power of Canada. More than that, 
I am not entitled to say. The decision 
of the Canadian Government will not 
be announced until the Ministers have 
returned to Canada. Meanwhile, I 
would suggest that the less the ques- 
tion is speculated upon the greater the 
publie convenience will be.”’ 

Right Hon. Mr. Asquith, the Pre- 
mier, in the course of his speech, said 
with regard to the visit of his Caua- 
dian nat canes 

“I believe that the co-operation 
which has already beguao in council, 
will, before long, frvitify in action. lL 
desire to tender on behalf of this Gov- 
ernment our most grateful acknowl- 
edgement to Mr. Berden and his col- 
leagues, not coly for the spirit in 


which they have entered into these de- 
liberations, but for the contribution 
they have already made to our knowl- 
edge of the matter.” 

“Side by side with their growing 
participation in the active burdens of 
the Empire on the part of the Dom- 
inions there rests with us undoubted- 
ly the duty of making such response
